TheSoardiug School Em- 
broglio- 

During the eaiiy part of last year, a 
controversy arose between this jotunal 
and the Goverumont organ, anent the 
extraordinary; mysterious and arbitra- 
ry act of the Executive in chanfriag 
the site of the boarding school from 
Kamloops to Cache Oreek. Those -who 
recollect the positions then taken by 
the respective journals will now learn 
from the published correspondence, 
asked fdr by Mr. Mara, that we were 
right and our contemporary wronp; as 
to the facts of tho case. It will be 
seen that the correspondence complete- 
ly establiahes tho following proposi- 
tions: (1.) On the 20th February the 
GoYcrament informed the Board of 
Education "that the erection of a 
boarding school at Kamloops has al- 
ready boeu dotermiuod on." (2.) On 
the Gth of March tho Superintendent 
of Education and tho Board were ask- 
ed for their views as to tho most suita- 
ble location. In reply we have a 
lengthy report from tho Superintend- 
ent, wherein ho makes out the stroug- 
est possible caao, declaring uiiequivo- 
cnlly that "Iv.vmlooi's is i:.\Douiiri;i>Lv 
THK riioPEH LOCATION." Nor is Lho Su- 
perintendent content with making this 
declaration; but he proceeds to suja- 
porttlio proposition with cogent rea- 
Boiiaof policy and stubljorn niattor.s of 
fact. To hisabloreportaro appended two 
resolutions unanimously adopted by the 
Board of Education, the first express- 
ing the conviction tlmt, if a boarding 
school is to be established, "Kaiiiloojts 
is u suitable position," and the second 
conveying the opinion that "tho man- 
agement of such school should not be 
left to the control of local trustees, but 
should be retained in the hands of the 
Board of Education until tho experi- 
ment has been tried by tho tost of 
time," Notwithstanding this report 
the Board of Education is informed on 
tho loth of April that the Government 
has determined upon erecting the 
school "on some site at Cache Creek," 
and tho Board is asked to furnish a 
ground plan f')r tlin building. In re- 
ply, the Bouril deolint s to supply the 
plan or to give any snggcstiuns what- 
ever, expressing surprise that tlie(rov- 
emment should have changed the site 
from Kamloops which tliey had recom- 
mended, and still believed to be the 
proper place for it. Next comes the 
most extraordinary link in this very ox- 
traordiimry correspondence, in the 
form of a letter from tho Provincial 
Secretary, wherein tho Board are in- 
foimed that, in using the word "Kam- 
loops" the Mainland was merely in- 
tended!! It is no part of our present 
purpose to enter into a consideration 
of the motives which must Iiave induc- 
ed the Goverumeut to jjursue a course 
at onco so Jesuitical and undiguiiicd. 
One will be apt to conclude, however, 
that the motive must have been more 
strong than good. It is impossible to 
read tlio correspondence witliout eoin- 
iug to tho conclusion that there is an 
unsightly skeleton covered up some- 
where in this question, one which will 
doubtles's bo brought to light sooner 
or later.

B.it Johnson t'jok 
all tho travel by paying th(! old i\i!h[H 
of cacli jjassL-iiger and df.'eiiing liiii] u 
cemetery lot. Smith turned tho tide 
immediately in his d.rection by giving 
each fellow a pair of mules, a church 
pew, and 1,500 shares of st(jck in tiio 
Pacific railroad. Then Johnson dt tcr- 
m'.ned ui)on las master-stroke. He 
>;vont to iJrighaiu Young and got a 
Bpecial disp(MJsatioii, and then he of- 
fered to laairy all the women who rode 
in his stages, to take all tho men into 
partnership, and to give gum rings to 
nil the babies. Snn'tli was broken up 
nnd had to sell out and abandon (lie 
business. Johnson now has 1,.')U0 
partners and l.'llU! wives, and he is in- 
debted to an India rubber man for sik 
bushels of gum rings. But he killed 
Smith, and is now happy. — "Max'<Ad- 
eler." ^ "' '

Mr. Kobson ruovoil thut tho Pwoncl T.tx 
ba io amuuiU'd i»s to c.tempt laiuls from 
' tlio operatiou thereof, and thiit tho Gov- 
ernment bo aakod to soud dowu a bill for 
that purpose. 

A queatiou arising in Gommittoe as to 
tho ra^olutiott being iD|order, the Ghair- 
maa suggostod that the Committee rise 
and refer tho matter to tlio Speaker. 

After soino ili.sciissioii, in wliich tho 
hon. Attorney-General held tliattho mo- 
tion was irregular, tho Chivirmnu ruled 
that tho motion was iu ordor. 

Mr. Ilobson said ho held that tho 
tfti ibould bo coniined to intlividuala'aud 
not to land. Tho proposed bill of tho 
Governraont — to exoinpt only pastoral 
lands from tho oporatiuii of thu ta.'C— ii.ct 
■ th» objoction only half-way; bo.siilo:^ any 
hon. member objoeling to the iutroduc^- 
iion of such a Bill would kill it. 

Objection being taken to tho ruling of 
th« Chairman the Committee rose and ro- 
lorrod tho point of order to tho SjiQaker. 

The Speaker ruled that by tlie pasaago 
of tho resolution tho llon.sf*, hiivin;; al- 
r<>ady decided that it was not advisable to 
repeal thelvoad-Tax Exton.siou Act,woulil 
•tultify its previoua action. 

Mr. Robson pointed out that whereas 
the previous resolution was designed to 
abrogate tho road-tas on the Mainland; 
jtUis was intended to modify the tax in 
the whole Province.

RAILWAY RF.SEnVE. 

The debate ou tho Bailway reserve 
quedtiou wa.i rosumod. 

Mr. Bobson rose to replied to tho argu- 
ments advanced by hon. members who 
had opposed the resolution for raising 
Iherosiirvo, The Attorney-General Haiii 
that Sir John Macdonald had contended 
that tlio survoy meant the oommoncenicnt 
of tho construction of thi; road. Sir Jolin 
had never advanced an opinion so absurd 
•8 that. If he had it would liavt.' i.ppear- 
od in tho correspondence now before tiio 
House. '"'The argumuut of the Attorney- 
Gouoral, theu, foil to tlie ground. In ro- 
speot to tho alleged protcnfiion ol Sir John, 
the (Jlobc newspai)er distinctly ridiculed 
tho ido.'» that tho surveys meant C(jnsl,ruc- 
tion. Tho able ojiinion, too, of the 
Attorney-Genoral clearly showed that ho 
did "not tliink that the Doiuiiiion Govorn- 
»nnt had fuUillodits contract. Thoprolest 
of thin tioveruniont showed that they iliil 
not think no, either. Where, in tho Terms 
of Union, was there a single sent(>nco 
about a resorvo ? Wlieu the Governinent 
of B.C. made tliat rosorvatiou itdida very 
dangerous thing ? It was a tacit ao- 
knowlodgemout that Canada had done 
somotliing to entitle it to a claim on tin? 
lands of tho Province.' But tho (lovi.'r- 
nor's ojiening .SpC(!eli said that the Do- 
minion Cioverumeut had failed to c.irry 
out its treaty ol)!igations ; how, then, 
eould that Government l)o m a position 
t^olaim that the rraervntion ba made ? 
As a matter of fact they never asked for a 
reservation. Thov demanded a convey- 
anM, How couhl tliis (iovernnniut bo call- 
ed upon to make a roser\ atiou ? Tiio ac- 
tion was wholly gratuitous. Tho whole ac- 
tion of tho Dominion Govern tiient in claini- 
ind to have locuted a lino of road from Es- 
(intmslt to Seymour Narrows showed that it 
was a mere pretense to got hold of this 
belt of land. If the in.dcing of a surv(^y 
entitled tho Doininimi tTOTurninent to ask 
for a reservation on this Island, thoy were 
entitled to three rosorv.uions, because 
thoy had Bi'rvc3-ed three distinct linos of 
railway iu B. O. Tho hon. Attorney - 
General hud oontrastad the "inoonvoiii- 
encoof half-a-dozen settlera" with tho 
railway interostB of tho country; hut in 
the next breath ho said that if the reaerro 
wore lifted every acre would be taken uj) 
b/ Mttlera. 
Ittorne^-Qoueral-^I »a.^d epeoulators. 



Mr, Bob-ioii— It could not be taken up 
by speculator.i, unless thia Governmont 
proved false to its trust. (Hear) No one 
but settlers would tako up tho land un- 
less through the conuivanco of tho Govern- 
ment. Iu his opinion if every acre of tho 
land were tiakiaff up it .would be a good 
thing for the country. (Hear.) The At- 
torney-General tolls us that Canada had 
broken her obligatious, and thou ho asks, 
Shall British Columbia break her obliga- 
tion? Wu found tho Government pro- 
perly refusiug to convey tho laud, tho 
only act the Treaty imposed upon us. 
How would this Government bo in a 
position to say to Canada, fulfil your 
ol)lig,*tions? By fulfilling our own. There 
was nothing in the treaty compelling ns 
to make a reservation of laud, and ho was 
surprised to lienr a legal gentleman (Mr. 
McOreight) claiming that British Colum- 
bia should do something that was not re- 
quired o"f her. ' Miiny scores of people 
had been prevented by that reservation 
from settling on this Island. The hon. 
gentleman a.ssamod too much when ho 
said that Canada would bo prepared to 
throw this land open to settlors on more 
advantageous terms than the Provinee: 
but there was no assurance of - this. Un- 
der our laws a right of way for a railroad 
could bo obtained from E4quimalt to 
Seymour Narrows for $0,000 or S8, 000; 
yet wo wero told that so stuiiQudouB 
would bo the obstacle if this reservation 
were raised that the Dominion (rovorii- 
ment ■would turn aside and carry the road 
soniewlifcie olso. If Es(iuimalt wero made 
the terminus, it would bo becauso it was 
tho true terminus. Tho Dominion Gov 
ornmont had pledged itself to make Es 
quimalt tho torniiiuis, and to suppos 
that that (Jovcrnment would break faith 
for BO jialtry a consideration was most 
indiHcreot an<l unjust. Thy hon. gentle- 
man (#Mr. McCreight) had said that tho 
land really belonged to tho Dominion 
Governmont, and he questioned if tho re- 
sorvo were raited to-morrow if this Gov- 
ernmont could givo a title to tho land. 
The hon. gentleman ought to know that 
this land had never been conveyed, that 
tho Cioverument had refused to convoy it. 
Tiio proposition was perfectly baseless. 
The power that put tha reservation on 
can most certainly tako it off. The" pro- 
position was that, having done a wrong 
thing, having jnade a mistake, shouli,! we 
n.it repair that mistake? There was a 
contract with tliQ Uoiniui ni (iiivorninont; 
but that contract nnulo no allusion to this 
or any reservation. Canada had not car- 
ried out her obligations, and the danger 
to be apprehended from that line of ar- 
gument was very groat indeed. Tho first 
duty of our members was to British Col- 
umbia. Now, ho would ask if we wore 
expected to believe that a mere exi)lorn- 
tory survey was a conimenconient of the 
lino. Tho junior member for Cowichaii 
Kiiid it was no doubt a fact that the Doni- 
inion Government h.ad failed to comply 
with the terms; still wo ought to convey 
the laud to thorn; and if we wished it Ca- 
nada would no doubt bo glad to give it 
Iiaek.aud savo tlie subsid3-. Now, ho would 
liko to know how wo could take, or they 
give it back, when it liad never been con- 
veyed to them? As to tho ^?10(),000 a year 
wiiich, according to ^Ir. Booth's statement 
wa received for this land he, (Mr. Bob- 
son) was of 0))ini()u that they do not 
really i>ay anything for the land. Our 
Delegates said, in etl'ect, wo want about 
^200,UOU a year. Wo do not eare nmlcr 
what iiead tho money is charged; and 
tliey granted us a subsidy on an assunuul 
population of Gll,00t), and then to make up 
tho balance they gave the remainder iu tlie 
shapeof asubsidy for the laud required for 
the Kailway. Mr. Booth was also of 
opinion that the Dominion government 
would do better with tho land tliaii we 
could. Ho (Mr. Bobson) wondered that 
the lion, gentleman was uot in favor of 
giving up all our lands to ^ them'. TheB; 
subsidies are on a general basis, and the 
nominal objects are merely a matter of 
eonvoniance, and tlio ^lUD.OOO is on ac- 
count, not of the reserved land alone, 
luit of the whole lielt rc;iiuired right a\iay 
to tlie Uocky Mountains, As to the lion", 
gentlein.au's fears, that Canada would 
stcip tho jsiOO.i.OJ, c-nild not Britiih 
Columbia do somtiiing iu this lino uinoV 
Did not Canada receive our Customs. Ho 
(Mr Robson) alluded to tlieairoiigopinioii!5 
expressotl ou this matter by tiic junior 
iiiembor for Cowichan, in the early part 
of the debate. On that occasion, ho not 
only defended the reservation, but con- 
teiicied that it was the duty of tlie Provin- 
cial governnifint tn iiHdu> a conrc.iianrr of 
tlu.' land to Can.aila. This wasi in siu- 
gulai contrast with a passage in his i)ub- 
lished address to (ho electors of A'aiu-ou- 
ver District, whicli ro.1,1 asfolloivs: '-Tlio 
belt of land reserved for Bailway jiur- 
poses is a question which peculiarly af- 
fects Vancouver District. Owing to the 
change in the mode in whifdi it is propos- 
ed to constuet i he liaihvaytlic need for 
Hueli a reservation has passed away." 

Mr. Booth hero sprang to his feet and 
protested against any rol'erenoe to his ad- 
dress in tho House. 

Mr. Bobson continued — He next .ill tid- 
ed to the hon. senior member for E;<(iui- 
nialt who had welcomed Mr. Booth as 
another Daniel come to judgment. Con- 
siiioringthat lion, gentleman's legal ac- 
cuuK-iniho o.\preHsed his astonishment that 
ho should have enJorsed hpcIi a palpable 
fallacy. Ho vontur«d to think the hon. 
member for Esquimau had unintention- 
ally done the Can.adian governuient an in- 
justifo in accusing them of an intention 
to modify the railway [lolicy of their jjre- 
decessors in so far as fullilling tho treaty 
obligations is concerned; and heproceiHl- 
od to read from Mr. Mackenzie's sjieoch at 
Sarnia to prove that such was not the case. 
He could easily unddrstanil the anxiety of 
the Canadian government to secure tiio 
lands when tho Railway was (o Iio C(jn- 
structeil by a coni[iany who would natu- 
rally look to tho lands as tho basis of 
credit; but now it was decided to 
build it as agoverninent work. Indeed, it 
was to the interest of the Dominion gov- 
ernment that the land should be opened 
and settled, for everyone knew how much 
more clieajdy a railway couhl bo con- 
.slrucLud through a K('llied country than 
through a trackless wilderness. Ho did 
uot wish to in-eas tho resolution to a di- 
vision now. Ho had done bis duty in tnov- 
iug it, and his object had, to a certain ex- 
tent, boon gained, if the discuKsioti it Imd 
evoked only led tho government to do its 
duty. Ho would now, with tho permission 
of tlu) House, withdraw tho resolution. 

Tho Speaker said that could only be 
done with tho consent of the mover of tho 
amendment. 

Mr. Robertson G.tpro.SHod a wish to have 
tho aniondment put to n vote as ho con- 
ceived it to contain matter of importance.

Dr. Kenealy— If your Lordship 
take upon yourself to prescribe to 
counsel— 

Tho Lord Chief Justice— I take 
upon myself to say that such language 
should uot bo used; I will not say it is 
blaKphomoiis;but most iiidecorous.and 
improper to bo used liero. 

Dr. Kenealy - 1 bog to say that if 
your Lordsliip nrany other judge tako 
on himself to jirescribe to counsel what 
language or what argument he shall 
use — 

Tho Lord Chief Justice — Argument 
— certainly not; but I do take upon 
myself to prescribe propriety of lan-

Dr. Kenealy— I say it is proper lan- 
guage. 

The Lord Chief Justice— Sir, I say 
it is not, and I say it shall not be used 
hero. I will not allow u resort to ex- 
pressions of that kind, ■which might 
shock the minds of some, if it does not 
you.

The Lord Chief- Justice — I dare say 
you have, butstillit is language I feel 
it niy duty to correct.
